etc.’’ This subject was discussed 
by Rev J D Fuller in a practical 
way, and aroused much iptereat.

to run the courts and the govern- 
ment; we must run them if we 
hope to enforce the laws.’’ ‘'The 
laws§cannot be enforced when the 
officers themselves engage in vio- 
lations of the laws.” 


The following are some of the 
good things from the speech of 
Hon C W Simmons: ‘‘Good cit- 
izenship requires us to stand for 
law enforcement.’’ ‘‘We may or 
may not think a law a good one, 
but it 18 nevertheless our duty to 
enforce it.’’ ‘‘One trouble today 
in the way of law enforcement in 
Coffee county is the unlimited 
and corrupt use of money in elec- 
tions.’’ ‘‘A man that will buy 
his office is a coward after his 
election and will not stand for 
law enforcement.’’ ‘‘Some men 
ought to go into the penitentiary 
instead of public office.” ‘The 
cause of s0 much lawlessness and 
disrespect forthe laws today is 
the shameful corruption of the 
voter in our electicns.’’ “Graft 
is the getting back by pubtic offi- 
cials money which they have un- 
righteously spent in obtaining 
their office,’’ Christian citizen- 
ship must actively work for law 
enforcement by our courts.’’ 
“The jurors of the county can 
solve this question after all; 
they are the men who can enforce 


, the laws.’’

Alabama’s First Cotton 
Bale. 


Hartford, Ala., ‘July 28.—Ala- 
bama’s first bale of cotton was 
gathered here yesterday jand gin- 
ned today for the market. ‘lhe 
bale weighs a little over 800 
pounds and the cotton was raised 
on the outskirts of Hartford by 
M. P. Metealf, a tocal merchant. 

Mr. Metcalf will ship the bale 
tomorrow to Montgomery where 
he will have it auctioned off to the 
highest bidder. 


Last Year's First, Bale, 


The first bale last season was re- 
ceived in Montgomery on August 
1ith. It also came from Geneva 
County, and was shipped to Marks 
and Gayle by C. M. Metcalf, who 
bought it from John Cobb the 
grower, for 16 cents. It will thus 
be seen that the crop this year is 
fifteen days earlier than it was 
last year, and last year crop was 
considered a week or ten days 
early.

From Coffee County Soil Survey. 

Beginving with the early settle- 
ment of Coffee County, its growth 
and development have come from 
its agricultural resources. Min- 
ing or manufacturing has had no 
part in it, except as the latter aid- 
ed in marketing the lumber. ‘Tho 
revenue obtained from turpentine 
and lumber has enriched those 
who participated in the profits, 
but these industries, through their 
devastation ot the forests, have 
decreased rather than increased 
the assute of the county, eapevial- 
ly upon those lands which are not 
particularly adapted to goneral 
farming. ‘The early settlers at- 
tached no particaiar value to the 
timber except for building pur- 
poses, raile tor fences, eto,, and 
destroyed by fire or otnerwise 
whatever forest growth occupied 
the lands needed for farming. 

Since the products raised by the 
early settlers had to be hanied 
jong distances to market, it was 
generally uuprofitable- to grow 
money crops, oF to practice diver- 
sified farming as it is Dow ander- 
stood. Whatever the pioneer pro- 
duced was mainly coveumed at 
home. Corn aud potatoes were 
the priucipal crops, bat wheat, 
tobacco, rice, cotton, and a tew 
truck crops were also cultivated. 
‘he little cotton grown had to be 
ginned by hand, Some sheep and 
a few hogs were kept, but the Jat- 
ter were of inferior grade. 

The agricultural development of 
the county has alway) been a grad- 
ual one, vut with the introduction 
of the power gin cotton became 
the movey srop and since that 
time its production has been Jim. 
ited only by the supply of labor, 
or ability of the planters them- 
selves to cultivate und gather the 
crup. ‘I'his gave rise to the ‘‘one- 
crop’’ system, cotton being pro- 
duced to the exclusion frequently 
of even home supplies, and mosv 
of the meat, flour, meal, fertil- 
izers, wud teed stutts were shipped 
iu from northetu and western 
states. With the scarcity of la- 
bor in many sections, and its in- 
Creased cost, this system must 
sooner or latter be abolished aud 
a better system of farm manuge- 
ment established in its place. 
Corn, oats, and potatoes have al+ 
ways coustituted the secondary 
crops, but in recent years their 
production has been gradually in- 
creased, 

In 1860 there were 56,612 acres 
in improved farms, as compared 
with 131,093 acres as shown by the 
census of 1900. The census of 
1910 will uudoubtedly show a 
much greater proportionate in- 
crease, for a large per cent of the 
‘‘piny woods’’ section has been 
improved within the past ten 
years. ‘Lhe total number of acres 
of both improved and unimproyed 
farms in 1860 was 269,798, valued 
at $1,004,062, with $392,082 to be 
added for live stock. ‘he same 
daca taken from the census of 
1900 were 463,068 acres of im- 
proved and unimproved farms, 
valued at $1,618,098, and $468,- 
482, the value of live stock, The 
implements and machinery used 
upon the farms in 1860 were val- 
ued at $41,228, while in 1900, 
$106,210 was thus invested, The} 
production of cotton has increased 
trom 5,294 400-pound bales in 
1860 to 25,839 500-pound bales in 
1908. In 1860 257,822 bushels of 
corn, 2,508 bushels of oats, 892 
bushels of Irish potatoes, 78,857 
bushels of sweet potatoes, and 8, 
483 gallons of molasses were pro- 
duced, as compared with 558,220 
bushels of corn, 7;620 bushels of 
oats, 18,414 bushels of Irish po- 
tatoes, 53,558 busbels of sweet po- 
tatoes, and 112,539 gallons of

molasses in 1860. ‘The statistics 


of 1900 also show that 11,688 acres { 
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were planted in peanuts, with an 
estimated yield of 117,541 bushels. 
The hay crop was estimated at 261 
tons. Wheat production has 
practically heen discontinued on 
account of decreased yields and 
the prevalence of rust, etc. 
Some of the heavier upland soils 
and the better-drained botton 
lands will give good yields of 
wheat. 

In the interest of higher prices 
for cotton some effort has been 
made in recent years to limit the 
production of this staple, but as 
the rentals for land and the hens 
are paid almost exclusiely in cot- 
ton, the production has shown a 
gradual increase. The following 
table, compiled from the census 
reports from 1900 to 1908, shows 
this exolusively:

Through the introduction of 
better methods of growing corn, 
the production of this staple has 
considerably increased, especially 
in the past two or three years, the 
largest crop in the history of the 
county being produced in 1909, at 
the time of this survey. Consid- 
erable acreages were grown under 
the Williamson method, but in 
many instances this method was 
modifiéd to meet the local con- 
ditions. The average yield of 
corn per acre in 1900 was 11 bush- 
ala, The census of 1910 will prob- 
ably show an increase over this 
figure. Sixty to eighty bushels 
per acre are not ancommon where 
the more intensive methods, in- 
cluding high fertilization, have 
been followed. 

The acreage planted to peanuts 
increased from 2,3884in 1890 to 
11,688 in 1900, and this crop has 
no doubt made much greater prog- 
ress in tho last ten years. The 
value of the peanut for fattening 
hogs and the ease with which the 
crop 18 made has led to its culti- 
vation upon most of the farms in 
the county, even by many tenants 
who only rent their places for a 
year ata time. Tho peanuts are 
seldom gathered, except to supply 
seed required for the following 
year, but hogs are turned into the 
field and allowed to forage for 
themselves. The general practice 
is to plant them between the corn 
rows, and thus cultivate them 
along with the latter crop. In 
some instances they are sown in 
the cotton middles, but the ad- 
visability of this method is ques- 
tioned by some of the better in- 
formed farmers, unless the bunch 
or Spanish variety is used, for it 
is claimed the running varieties 
consume too much of the fertilizer 
which is intended for the cotton. 
The Spanish peanut is also early 
and can be harvested before the 
cotton is made. A better prac- 
tice is to sow oats or rye, or rye 
and vetch, 1n the cotton middles 
in the early fall, Peanuts are al-

An Alabamian For Presi- 
dent. 


It seems unreasonable to be 
talking abouts electing an Alabam. 
ian for President of thie country, 
but such a thing may not be im. 
possible. We do not question the 
ability of southern statesmen to 
fill this great office, but the south - 
has not been in the habit of fur. 
nishing men for president now in 
many years. In tho beginning of 
our government, the south held 
its place, and old Virginia haa 
been called the ‘‘mother of Prosis 
dents’’, having furnihed seven in 
all. 

In former times, as shown by 
the history of this country, the 
south led in the matters of nation« 
al Government, in fact, it was the 
south that really gave birth and 
character tothisnation. Thomas 
Jefferson, of Virginia, wrote that 
great document, the Declaration 
of Independence, and George 
Washington, of the same state, 
was the father ot his couatry, the. 
first president of tne United 
States, 

Before the great struggle he- 
tween the states, Alabama fur. 
nished a Vice President. Miss. 
issipp! furnished the President of 
the Qonfederacy, and Georgia, 
South Carolina, and Alabama 
gave to the southern cause some 
of the greatest leaders. 

The statesmen from the south 
since the great struggle have rank- 
ed well with those from any 
section of this great country, 
Alabama now bas some of the 
Jeading men of the entire country 
1n the national Congress. John 
T. Morgan, who was for years in 
the Senate of the United States, 
was generally regarded as one of 
the great men of the world, 
Hobson, of Alabame, is perhaps 
as well known as auy man in the 
nation, and his abilty as a states. 
man is unquestioned. 

Underwood has demonstrated 
his ability as a democratic leader 
in the House of Representatives, 
and has displayed qualities which 
attract the attention of the entire 
country. He is big enough and 
true enough to be president of 
this country. 

But one Alabama paper says 
that the Underwood boom for 
president started in the north, 
Whatif it did? Should not Alas 
hama and the entire south appre- 
ciate the boom of a southern man 
for president? He may not be 
elected, but it is high time forthe 


so frequently sown alone in the 
narrow rows.

$2,000,000 More for Poetal Clerks and 
Letter Carriers. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock hag 
ordered promotions for  postoffice 
clerks and city letter carriers which 
carry increuse in salaries ppproximat 
ting $2,000,000 a year. Orders also 
were issued for promotions in the rail: 
road mail service which will total 
$115,000 a year, These Increases are 
in addition to the increase for rural

growth becomes luxuriant, furn- curity, The tenant ie usually al- 


lowed as much land as he can 
tend, but generally not more than 
15 to 20 acres are planted in cot- 
ton, the remainder being used for 
corn, 

No special attention is given to 
seed selection, wither of cotton or 
corn, and the methods of cultiva- 
tion are primitive and haphazard. 
The plowing is usually done with 
a small one-horse breaking plow, 
and frequently no breakingjis done 
at all, but the land is bedded up 
between the old rows themselves. 
The cultivation is done at irregu- 
lar intervals and without refer- 
ence to the moisture condition, no 
precautions being used to conserve 
she moisture. The fertilizers used 
are generally of low grade and are 
applied at the rate of 150 to 800 
pounds per acre, 200 pounds being 
the general average. The appli- 
cations are usually made at the 
time of planting. 

The heavier sandy loam, fine 


sandy loam, and clay loam soils 
of the uplands seem to meet the 
demands of the cctton growers 
better than the lighter and deep- 
er sands. These lands usually 
require more careful management, 
but when properly handled the 
yields are generally larger. The 
bottom lands are used largely for 
corn and oats, 

Until more attention 18 giyen to 
the raising of live stock, crop ro- 
tation will not come into general 
practice and the one-crop system 
will prevail. But with the de- 
mand for feedstuff constantly in- 
creasing there will be a gradual 
departure from this system and 
the substitution of a system more 
competent to maintain the. pro- 
ductiveness of the soils. ‘The mild 
climate and long growing seasons, 


to say nothing of the great variety 


of soils, makes it feasible to prac- 


tice a widely diversified agricul-
